Chicago Grain Market. 

Chicago, July 15.—Record-break- 
ing crops that experts declared to be 
fairly In Sight smashed the price of 
wheat. The market here cloged de- 
moralized, 3 5-8 to 3-4 to 4 to 1-8 a 
bushel lower than forty-eight hours 
before. Corn finished.at a decline 
of 8-4 to 1 8-8 to 1-2, and ofts Qown 
1 cent to 1 1-8, 
One of the best known authorities 
in the Wheat trade announced with- 
out reserve that the conditions in 
North and South Dakota and Minne- 
sota pointed to a yield of 260,000,000 
bushels, a total far above any previ- 
vusly reached for the three states 
named, At the same time there was 
evidence that Kansas would have to 
% credited with between 90,000,000 
and 100,000,000 bushels, and amount 
in excess of the estimates heretofore 
accepted as highest. 
Mulders of wheat showed discour- 
agement from the start, A sudden 
turn to cool weather northwest, in- 
suring heavy filling of grain just at 
‘he right stage, and rendering un- 
kel ' serious menace from black 
wet, to fre ’ ‘ vers and 
curuiors who Delleved that the 
market Was bound to drop. It was 
the disappearance of purchasers, 
however, that worked the most mis- 


chief with the prices. Lack of de- 
iinnd became almost complete after 
the huge totals predicted for the four 
stutes had appeared among brokers. 
Canadian grain men put the final 
stroke to the breaking prices. Win- 
nipew sent word that the three north- 
west provinces could be counted upon 
for »,000,000 bushels and showed 
fulth by lowering quotations In a 
hurry. The fact that current arri- 
vals of corn are Nght averted pres- 
sure from the cereal, despite the ex- 
cellency of the crop outlook, Ac: 
ordingly, the market, though losing 
eround, made a better showing than 
wheat. Cash grades were t! poor 
request, 

In the deferred options oats sank 
to the loweat price of the season. 
Weakness of other grains furnished 
the main reason. July had a gset- 
back, too, notwithstanding the small- 
ness of the stock on hand there. It 
was feared that new oats might ar- 
rive in Chicago in time for delivery 
on this month's contracts,
